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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of group I (claims 1-11) in the reply filed on April 25, 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 12-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on April 25, 2005. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 12, 2004 is 
considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings were received on February 12, 2004. These drawings are 
approved. 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: reference numbers "50" and "30" (Fig. 1); reference numbers "62", "68", "21" 
and "70" (Figs. 3 and 4); reference numbers "148" and "156" (Fig. 6); reference numbers 
"128", "130", "180", "182" and "184" (Fig. 7). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application.

10. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: there is an 
insufficient antecedent basis for the limitation "the terminals" in line 7, therefore "the 
terminals" should be - terminals ~. Appropriate correction is required.

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: the objections to the drawings, specification, and claim set forth above.

whether to couple or decouple the peripheral device.
